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THE  HOUSE  COMMITTEE’S  REPORT. 


Your  House  Committee  has  pleasure  in  presenting  its 
104th  Annual  Report  and  Balance  Sheet  for  the  year  ending 
June  30th,  1930.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  last  year  a 
resolution  was  passed  concerning  the  plans  recommended  to 
provide  open-air  balconies  for  the  treatment  of  patients  and 
that  work  is  now  being  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Honorary  Architect,  Mr.  J.  C.  Southcombe,  and  is  nearing 
completion.  When  finished  they  will  be  a  valuable  addition 
to  the  amenities  of  the  Hospital.  In  the  course  of  construction 
it  has  been  found  necessary  to  make  some  alterations  and 
repairs  to  Fortescue  Ward  and  the  Matron’s  sitting  room. 
T  owards  the  cost  of  the  scheme,  £2,500,  £435  has  already 
been  paid  and  there  is  the  sum  of  £224  12s.  7d.  on  deposit 
at  Lloyds  and  investments  of  £1750  in  Great  Western 
Railway  Debentures,  since  sold.  Between  £200  and  £300 
has  still  to  be  paid,  and  for  this  sum  your  Committee  appeal 
to  the  generous  public.  It  has  been  found  necessary,  whilst 
building  operations  have  been  in  progress,  to  close  one  or  other 
of  the  Wards  and  as  a  consequence  the  waiting  list  has  been 
unavoidably  lengthened. 

The  Ordinary  Receipts  are  £6,174  as  against  £6,172 
last  year.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Subscription  Income 
shews  a  falling  off  of  £164.  Ordinary  Expenditure  during 
the  past  year  amounted  to  £6,107  as  against  £6,083  in  the 
year  before — a  slight  increase.  The  average  daily  number  of 
In-Patients  was  52  and  the  average  annual  cost  per  occupied 


bed  was  £108  10s.  Extraordinary  Income  amounted  to 
£587  1  s.  2d.,  made  up  of  Legacies,  £454,  and  the  balance 
from  the  King’s  Thanksgiving  Fund.  In  accordance  with  a 
resolution  Recommends  are  now  available  for  28  instead  of 
14  days  as  heretofore,  and  these  are  issued  as  an  inducement 
to  the  charitable  to  subscribe. 

We  have  again  to  thank  our  generous  friends,  the 
Lad  ies*  Association,  for  the  valuable  gift  of  a  “  diaphragm  ” 
for  the  X-Ray  Apparatus.  1  hanks  also  to  their  efforts  the 
Infirmary  has  received  close  upon  14,000  eggs. 

Your  Committee  also  desire  to  express  their  gratitude 
to  the  Honorary  Architect,  Mr.  J.  C.  Southcombe,  for  the 
skill  and  work  he  has  so  generously  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Hospital  during  protracted  building  operations  and 
preliminary  discussions. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff, 
to  the  Honorary  Almoner,  Miss  Adams,  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Ladies*  Association,  Mrs.  C.  W.  Brannam,  to  the 
Honorary  Chaplain,  the  Honorary  Organist,  the  Clergy  and 
Ministers  of  all  denominations,  and  to  all  those  kind  friends 
who  have  in  any  way  ministered  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients.

Report  of  Honorary  Architect. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  beg  to  report  that  the  Building  generally  is  in  good 
structural  repair,  having  regard  to  its  age,  but  a  considerable 
amount  of  painting,  repairs  to  floors,  plastering,  etc.,  are 
necessary.  The  painting  of  the  exterior  was  done  about 
4^  years  ago,  and  should  be  renewed  as  soon  as  the  Balcony 
Extensions  are  completed. 

The  interior  painting  most  in  need  of  renewal  is  to  the 
Staircases  and  Passages  and  the  Men’s  Ward,  and  I 
recommend  that  these  shall  be  done  within  the  next  year. 

The  floor  of  Fortescue  Ward  has  recently  been  repaired, 
but  several  other  floors  are  in  bad  condition. 

The  -Balcony  Extensions  approved  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  are  nearing  completion.  The  balcony  of  the  Men  s 
Wards  is  now  being  used,  and  those  of  the  Women  s  and 
Children’s  Wards  are  expected  to  be  ready  in  about  6  weeks. 
The  House  Committee  has  ordered  a  small  addition  to  this 
scheme,  to  form  four  good  bedrooms,  instead  of  the  original 
cubicles,  above  the  South  end  of  the  Men  s  Ward,  and  this 
work  is  in  hand.
